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Bus contractor to discuss 
routes with school committee

Tewksbury bug contractor Alvin 
French is expected to meet tonight 
(September 28) with the school com: 
mittee to discuss the financial 
ramifications of continuing two 
separate bus routes for 68 students 
of St. Augustine's Elementary 
School in Andover 

‘Those routes, serviced by two of 
the system's 11 private school bus 
fleet who have finished dropping off 
students who attend other private 
schools that start and end about 30 to 
45 minutes earlier than St 
Augustine's, were voted in at the 
September 7 committee meeting. 

‘The students are picked up along 
two routes in town and whisked to St 
Augustine's just in time for the start 
of the school day at 9:00 a.m., says 
Assistant Superintendent for 
Business John Ryan. The trek home 
starts between 3:25 and 3:30 p.m.\he 
said. The school lets out at 3 p.m 

‘The buses make a total of four 
stops each, but other parents would 
like to see the stops extended. One 
parent would like the bus to stop at 
Shawsheen and Kearsage Streets 
while another would like to see the 
route extnded to include a trek down 
William G. Drive, Another parent 
asked that one of the buses be allow 
ed to open its door to let off one stu: 
dent when it makes a stop for a stop 
sign at the corner of Livingston and 
Kendall 

The committee allowed the door to 
open but will wait before allowing 
any additional stops. They want to 
talk to French, owner of the Blan 
chard Charter Service, to find out 
whether the two can come to agree 
ment on whether Blanchard is entit! 
ed to an additional fee for doing the 
two routes. 

The problem is based on the wor 
ding of the private school bus con 
tract that was awarded to Blanchard 
last April. Under that contract 
Ryan said, the administration's 
original idea of a central bus pickup 
and dropoff center at St, William's 
School parking lot would not have 
cost the committee any additional 
fee. But, when the committee voted 
to scrap that idea and add the two 
bus routes - after hearing the opposi 
tion of several ‘Augustine's 
parents to the original idea - French 
believed the committee had, in

“We've (school department) 
changed the rules of the baligame 
substantially,’ Ryan reported 
French as saying. And Ryan said he 
can see French having a legitimate 
argument under the wording of the 
contract. However, Ryan said he 
would fight French “tooth and nail" 
if French had tried to get additional

“IE it's costing him extra, he 
should be entitled to something,” 
said Committeeman Jim Sullivan 
Sullivan asked whether the commit 
tee could offer a supplemental run 
on the contract, as is done for 
kindergarten students in the middle 
of the school day.

parent said she had complained to 
Ryan - and Ryan had acknowledged 
that she was the only parent to com- 
plain - that her child will have to 
walk down Kendall Road at night to 
Roper Lane. She asked that the bus 
be allowed to open its door when it 
stops for a stop sign on Kendall Road 
at the corner of Livingston Street. 

‘The mother of the student said her 
car pool plans were cancelled when 
the committee voted to start the two 
routes. 

Ryan explained that he did not 
allow the bus to open the door 
because that action would have 
meant the bus was technically mak- 
ing five stops when the committee 
voted explicitly to have only four. 
Although he said he saw no problem 
with the request, Ryan told the com- 
mittee, “As much as I'd like to open 
that door, it's not in your vote.”* 

‘Another parent asked the commit 
tee to stop the bus on William G 
Drive so her child could escape a 
walk of over a mile on Kendall Road 
at night. The bus stops currently at 
Lancaster Street on Kendall Road 
and the extra stop would be on the 
way, she said. She added that she 
must leave for work at 7:15. a.m. and 
can not drive the child to the Lan 
caster stop. 

She said that the bus would not be 
late because of the extra stop and 
that she felt it would be an ‘‘imposi 
tion’ on another family if she asked 
the family of another St. Augustine's 
student to watch her child in the 
morning 

Another group of parents asked 
the bus be stopped on Shawsheen 
Street near Kearsage to pick up a 
group of students. It appeared that 
the stop would be no problem with 
the route, as it is along the way 

But, Carciofi said that the commit 
tee should wait until meeting with 
French before changing the routes 
He said the new “wrinkle” in the 
problem could mean “major 
changes" in the routing system.

Tewksbury health board ponders 
dead animal disposer postion 


The Tewksbury Board of Health 
has agreed that, at least on a tem- 
porary basis, an office of disposer of 
dead animals will be established. 
‘The office would last until July 1, of 
next year, at which time it can be 
combined with that of dog officer, or 
in some other way. 

The board could not agree on a 
salary. That is to be left open to fur- 
ther development. The board did 
agree that the job should be combin- 
ed with that of another, probably the 
dog officer 

Chairman Joan Dunlevy and Vice 
Chairman Jack Lu discussed the 
problems for several hours with 
Health Officer Bill McMenimen. 

It was MeMenimen's point that the 
person with the job would be picking 
up wild animals, and in this he in- 
cluded skunks. At one time he said 
he wouldn't do such a job for 
anything under $3,000 a year. 

McMenimen felt that the pay 
should be a flat fee, not one of so 
much per animal 

According to Jack Lu the 
Tewksbury bylaws ‘nowhere’ gives 
the board of health any responsibili- 
ty with regard to highways. On the 
contrary, he says, Article VI says 
the responsibility is up to the select- 
men and road commissioners. Dead 
animals, on the highways, is up to 
the selectmen, he feels. 

Lu, a law student, felt that the 
salary proposals were high. It was 
not clear, he said, that the disposal 
of dead animals was the respon 


sibility of the board of health. 

Joan Dunlevy felt that the pro- 
posal for a disposer of dead animals 
was like having an insurance policy. 
“If you need it, you should have it.”” 
She felt the townspeople would find 
this to be the case 

Lu told the meeting that Paul 
Sullivan, chairman of selectmen, 
felt that his board should bear half 
the cost, and the board of health the 
other half. The selectmen, he said, 
would supply a truck to the person 
and necessary tools. Finally, Lu 
said, Sullivan would support’ full 
budgeting for the board of health in 
the future on this item 

McMenimen will make another 
report, probably on October 11, to 
the board of health. He is going to 
discuss the problems, too, with Tom 
Monahan, the dog officer 

Who takes care of dead animals in 
other towns? McMenimen sent a 
questionaire to nine communities on 
Sept. 9, requesting information. Ap- 
parently the town of Burlington did 
not answer. Below are the answers 
of other communities. 

Andover: The dog officer picks up 
and disposes of animals and dead 
dogs. He is also responsible for 
animals on private property. He is 
paid an annual salary, and he is not 
the same person as the animal in- 
Spector who is a local doctor (DMV) 

Billerica: The dog officer picks up 
and disposes of dead dogs and 
animals. Dogs or animals on private 
property are the responsibility of the 
land owner. Dog officer and animal 
inspector are the same person and 


he gets an annual salary of $444.60. 

Chelmsford: The dog officer picks 
up and disposes of animals. He is not 
the same person as the animal in- 
spector. The job is a part of the job 
description of dog officer. 

Dracut: A dead animal remover is 
appointed by the board of health. 
‘The tead animal remover gets $4.50 
per pickup. Pets on private property 
are the responsibility of the property 
owner. Animal inspector and dog of- 
ficer are the same person. 

Reading: A Mr. Russo from North 
Reading picks up and disposes of 
animals, Mr. Russo disposes of 
animals on private property for a 
fee. He receives a salary of $1,000 a 
year. The town does not have a dog 
officer 

Stoneham: Public Works Depart- 
ment takes care of disposal of dead 
dogs and animals. Responsibility for 
animals on private property is up to 
the owners. The dog officer and 
animal inspector is not the same 
person. The pay for removing a dead 
animal is “‘thank you.” 

Wakefield: Dog officer picks up 
and disposes of animals and dogs 
He is not responsible for animals on 
private property. Dog officer is also 
animal inspector. He is paid by 


salary 
Wilmington: Dead dogs and 
animals are picked up by dog of- 


figer, who is also animal inspector 
Pes on private property are the 
responsibility of land owner. Animal 
inspector gets $500 yearly, and for 
disposal of animals $250 yearly 


Retirement incentive pay 
eludes former custodian

Saying he retired early with the 
expectation of receiving an early 
retirement incentive, Tewksbury 
school custodian Michael Farese 
asked the school committee last 
Wednesday if he would ever get a 
$1800 early retirement incentive. 
The committee, however, explained 
why the incentive was never given to 
him voted unanimously to check 
with the town auditor to see if fiscal 
1964 funds can be used to grant it 
Farese will be before the commit 
tee again tonight to get an answer 
Although the incentive was never 
formally offered to employees, the 
committee did send out a notice 
described as a “feeler” in early 
June. Employees were asked to res 
pond by June 17 if they were in 
terested in applying. Farese did 
show intentions of applying for it 
when he hand delivered a letter to 
the superintendent's office on June 
17 
After receiving all letters of intent 
to apply for the incentive, the com: 
mittee was to decide whether it was 
to be offered 
As both committee membrs and 
Supt. of Schools John Wynn explain: 
ed, the incentive idea was dropped 
during discussion on the school’s 
budget. With fiscal 1983 books clos 
ing, the committee decided to use 
some of its previously unspent funds 
to buy computers and had dropped 
the idea of the incentive 
However, Farese apparently 
never got a letter saying the com- 
mittee had dropped the idea. Confus 
ed over the situation, Farese, a 
16-year veteran of the school's 
custodial staff, called commit 
teeman Louis Carciofi, who in turn 
informed Farese to come and plead 
his case before the committee

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And Farese did plead his case last 
Wednesday by saying that he fully 
expected to get the incentive when 
he retired. He said with the incentive 
he would be able to get through a few 
months of waiting for a Social 
Security check. Farese retired when 
the committee accepted his resigna. 
tion August 24 

He left his post at the Center 
school and that position, according 
to Assistant Supt. for Business John 
Ryan, has not been refilled because

The early retirement incentive 
was offered a few years ago when 
the committee wrestled with the 
first year of Prop 2'2 forced budget 
cuts. At that time the program was 
somewhat successful in getting a 
few people into retirement earlier 
than they would have gone. Those 
retirements cut down the need to lay 
off some of the staff 

This year, however, the incentive 
program didn't receive much in: 
terest from staff and was cancelled 
Committeeman Jim Sullivan said, 
“The requests (for incentive pay) 
weren't enough to make the pro- 
gram work the way it worked the 
last time.” 


Carciofi acknowledged that the 
program was not officially offered, 
but argued that if Farese had not 
retired this year one custodian 
would have been laid off because of 
the closing of the Center School, Car- 
ciofi also said that Farese told him 
that his decision to retire was partly 
based on the amount of money he 
would have gotten from the incen- 
tive. Carciofi also said that the in 
centive offered a few years ago set a 
precedent with the committee and 
that to maintain the committee's 
“good faith" with bargaining units, 
the incentive should be granted to 
Farese. 

Carciofi also agreed that buying 
the computers was what prevented 
the committee from offering the in- 
centive. "That dried up the money 
that was available for the early 
retirement incentive,” he said. 

But, Ryan said he was unsure 
whether the committee could spend 
fiscal 1984 money on the program. 
He suggested the committee ask the 
town auditor if the payment could 
be made 

Chairman Tom Cooke backed that 
suggestion and said there were a few 
other questions in his mind that 
would have to be cleared up before 
he could vote on the issue. ‘I'm not 
appraised of the situation,” Cook 
said. “I would like to have all the 
facts before I vote on the motion,” 
he added

According to drug counselors 
and those who have admitted to 
using cocaine, the biggest at 
tractions for using it are the fact 
it has been portrayed as the drug 
of celebrities in the movie, music 
and athletic worlds, and although 
average persons may never reach 
stardom, they think they can 
become a little more like those 
they idolize simply by using the 
same drug 

As Narcotics Anonymous 
member Brad, who admits to

“You can’t drive a Mercedes, but 
you can snort coke 

According to Maggie Downing, 
Program Director for the Youth 
and Family Resources Inc 
(formerly the 735 Inc.) and 
Outreach Counselor Buddy Cush:

want to know more about cocaine 
or admit to being occasional or 
heavy cocaine users.

In fact, both Cushman 
Downing said many persons 
would be surprised at the amount 
of cocaine which has penetrated 
high schools in communities they 
deal with — Melrose, Wakefield 
Reading, North Reading and 
Stoneham 

They also felt more cocaine was 
being used in those areas and 
others in the north shore com 
pared to Boston inner city 
because there is more money 
north of Boston and more job 
prospects for young persons 

The drug is nol cheap and users 
pay from $100 on up for a gram of 
cocaine, which, in the most 
common street form, is 
distributed as a white powder and 
is then spread into fine small lines 
and most, frequently inhaled 
through the nose 

While Cushman said it was not 
unusual for heavy users to spend 
anywhere from $10,000 to $45,000 a 
year on cocaine, Downing has 
found that “The kids are pooling 
their money” to afford the same 
kind of high 

In the past, students who

affect the user but those close to 
him or her, particularly family 
members. 

Many calls that come through 
the youth services centes are 
from wives, mothers, brothers 
and sisters who are phoning the 
counselors and saying, “Tell me 
what to do,” Downing said 

Downing said the first thing 
persons directly involved with a 
cocaine user should remember is, 
“You can’t control another 
person's life,” or their intake of 
drugs. 

Downing suggested persons 
severely affected by a loved one’s 
habit should also seek help from 
reinforcement groups, or others 
in similar situations. 

One such recently formed 
group, Nar-anon, meets every 
Friday night at 8 p.m. at the 
Multi-Service Center in Newton. 

Other repercussions of using 
cocaine include getting more (or 
less) than you paid for because 
the drug is almost always cut or 
mixed with other ingredients 
before it reaches the street 

Other ingredients such as 
amphetamines, talc powder, 
table sugar, and more dangerous 
chemicals have been used to cut 
cocaine and in some cases, have 
caused fatalities 

“It could be cut 10 times before 
it reached Main Street, Reading,” 
Cushman said 

The legal ramifications for 
being arrested for possession of 
cocaine could mean a one-year 
jail term and a $1,000 fine while 
being caught dealing the drug 
could get offenders up to 10 years 
in jail and a maximum $10,000 
fine 

The legal aspects do not s 
habitual users, Cushman said 
is not an easy drug to walk away 
from.”" 

However, 


when someone 
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decides to stop using cocaine, the 
problems of finding agencies to 
help are almost as frustrating as 
the problem itself, Downing 
admitted. 

Some rehabilitation centers will 
not accept cocaine users because 
they do not experience the same 
physical withdrawal signs as 
those hooked on heroin and other 
lethal drugs experience. And 
because there are not many af- 
fordable hospitals and centers an 
average person may go to for 
medical help with cocaine, Cush- 
man said addicts lose hope of 
getting away from their habit 

One of the few places in 
Massachusetts where cocaine 
addicts can seek help at an af. 
fordable price is at Narcotics 
Anonymous. In a Saturday night 
meeting at the First Baptist 
Church in Woburn, members of 
that group admitted their ad. 
diction to various drugs including 
and reinforced each 
plans to kick their habits 

This type of therapy often is 
very effective, because there are 
others who will understand as 
they face similar problems with 
stopping a drug addiction 

George, an active Narcotics 
Anonymous member who has 
suce lully left drugs, including 
cocaine, said the only wa: 
can stop being an addict is simply 
to “‘take it one day at atime.” 

Members need no credentials to 
enter Narcotics Anonymous, just 
“a desire to stop using,” as one 
former cocaine user put it

BEDFORD — A group of 
computer buffs are planning to 
use the ever-versatile personal 
computer to help a handicapped 
child lead a more normal life. 

At the MITRE Corporation, 
employees have formed a club, 
the MITRE Small Computer Soci- 
ety (MSCS), which consists of 
professionals with a common 
interest in small computers. In 
addition, members are interested 
in applying their experise to other 
problems in particular, to 
educational and socially relevant 
areas. 

Member Nancy B. Wight, a 
technical assistant at the system 
engineering firm headquartered 
here, said she knew of a handi: 
capped 7-year-old girl named 
Cindy, who attended her church in 
Acton, Born. prematurely, Cindy 
is a hydrocephalic child with 
brain damage. She has limited 
vision in her right eye and is blind 
in the other. (She is legally blind.) 
Additionally, she requires a leg 

ace. 
The MSCS members believed 
that a microcomputer could readi- 

be used to help children like

‘The committee decided to help 
Cindy by acquiring a computer 
and developing software learning 
programs for her, and also set a 
long-range goal of helping other 
visually impaired children. , 

As chairman, Miller-Jacobs has 
contacted several computer 
companies, seeking donations or 
permanent loans of a limited 
amount of computer hardware 
and software. “A computer has 
the special ability to help teach 
children such as Cindy,"’ 
Miller-Jacobs said. ‘It never gets 
tired and can repeat lessons 
endlessly. .There is immediate 
feedback - with successful learn- 
ing, positive rewards occur, such 
as a happy face appearing on the 
screen or the playing of a tune. 
With failure, hints, prompts and 
reviews are given.” Also, the 
computer does not ridicule or 
pass judgement on the user 

Miller-Jacobs explained that the 
computer has a branching 
capability, whereby it determines 
whether to make problems 
simpler or more difficult based on 
a child's response. It also keeps a 
record of the progress made 

“Cindy could use the word. 
processing function of the 
computer, placed on her desk, to 
take notes during class. The 
display would have to be in large 
type so Cindy could see the 
characters,” Miller-Jacobs said. 
Cindy will have to memorize the 
keyboard because she can't see 
the keys with their small letters. 
The committee is working on 
developing a software program 
which will teach the girl the 
keyboard. Once she learns it, she
